This isthe Thing wecafi Credit ———-= 
I'know it isa difpared Poins, whether this 
piling Saoaai by Loans, upon Funds of Jn- 
tereft, be a Service to the Nation, or a Pre. 
judice ? And fi more, Whether the Nae 
tion isunder a Neceflity of raifing the Mo- 
ney by Loan.on Funds of Intereft, or is 
able to raife the immediate Summ ———= 
Thefe Queftions are too Nice, and require 
teo long Thime to Debate them new, yet 
fomething may be faid.

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‘As Credit has been when Intereft run 
low, Money crowding in, and Premio’s for 
Advance were eafies the Nation borrowing 
at 4,5, and 6.per Cens. I think ic much bet- 


ter to borrow at fuch moderate Interefts, 


than to prefs.the People to raife fuck im- 
menfe Summsas the War cali’d for ; and i¢ 
was our Felicity, that Money could be bor- 
row’d as low by the Government on the 
Credit of Funds, as by Gentlemen on the 
Credit of their Eftates.’ 

But if Intereft rifes, ifthe Advantages 

_ are higher to the Lender. to prompt him to 
Advance if Credit being funk, the Nati- 
on muft pay Extortion to the Lender, in 
order to Tempt him to part with his Moe 
ney 3 iflarge Premio’s. and high Intereft 
-muft return upon us, we had certainly bet- 
ter pinch at firft, and Levy the Money e- 
very Year, than borrow itat the Price of 
‘an Entail’d Burthen, too greatto be Re- 
deem’d 3 and this I conceive isa true State 
of the Difference. 

It were to.be with’d alfo, that al-Funds 
Eftablith’d for <Loan, might, if. poffible, 
have this happy Clanfe asnex’d to them, 
viz, Redeemable by Par Jiament —And 
my Reafon is this --—- ‘There may come a 
ST ime of Recefs, aceafing from War, vand 
by Confequence, a cealing from Taxes, 
God forbid there fhould not; and it may, 
be no Burthen, at leaftno heavy Burthen 
forthe Nation to be raifing a Million or 
two ina Year, to Work cff the heavy Load 
thet this War moft leave them under, aod 
it pp ffible, to fet themielvesfree ; that if 
any other.Neceffity fhould hereafter befal 
us, we may be in a Condition to defend our 
felyes again, and not be ty’d Hand and 
Foot fora Hundsed Year, as we now feer 
to. be. 

ltis very evident, that in the prefent 
Circumftances cf Briain, fifty Years Peace 
gives us no Breath, -nor are we one jot the 
more able to begin a War again, after so 
ears reft, than we are now to carry it on; 
‘all cut Capital Branches of Income, are 
agtually Mortgog’d,for an Hundred Years, 
that is, i one Senfe, forever; the Cus 
ftumes, the Excife, theSalt, the Stamp 
Paper, they are.all Anticipated, all .En- 


ag’d, nor will fifty Years Peace leffen the 

acumbrance, or deliver them $ for they 
are almoft afl aétually Soldian Annuities, . 
not redeemable till the Expiration of Nine- 
ty nine Years Su that we takenu 
Breath, let us have what Space of Péace — 
we will, . Ret ; 

The French King is not thus, he will re- 
cover himfelf, gather Strength, leffen his 
Debt, and lay up Morey 4 afew Years of 
Peace wil) recover him, reftore his Lofs, 
and make him the fame Powerful Immenfly 
Rich Prince that he was before 


While we, bamper’d with the Chains of an 


Entail’d Debt, muft feel that Wound to 
Ages tocome, aad have no Relief by the 
length of Time; this would be worth confi- 
dering, at leaf ia our Future Taxes 3 nor 
is the Difficulty'f grea’, if Credit be but 
affifting tothe Work, that we fhould fug- - 
geft it cannot be overcomes had we no 
more Cafls, no War to demand more 
and continual Supplies, there is no doubt 
but the Nation would foon wear itfelf out 
of Debr, if there be bat. Room lefe for 
it, a Latitude left to the Government, to 
redeem us from the Entail of Debt: But if 
all our Securities are 2@ualy Sold and. 
Convey’d, and the Time abfolate, if they 
are determin’d for Ninety nine ‘Years, as 1 
have obferv'd of others, they cannot be 
Redeem’d, and by Confequence the Nation 
cannot wear off the heavy Burthen, till 
fuch a length of Years asis fo Limited. 

I know it hasbeen faid, the Parliament 
can ‘cepeal the Settlement, order the 
Principal and Intereft to be paid, and the 
Mortgage to ceafe ; - but this‘can no -more 
be donc, than the Vile Notion of a Spunge 
can be pot in Execution; for the Anauities: 
are an Abfoluce Bargain and Sale, and bee. 
come the Properties of the feveral Perfons 
that Enjoy them ; they are Transferr'd on 
Purchafes, Entail’d by Jointures and ‘Mare 
riage Sectlements, and fo many Depen- 
dencies hang about them, that it would be 
a moft Barbarous Thing to Attempt the 
Redeeming.them. :
